LBWCC experiences enrollment boom 


Whether, it’s the ‘economy, : 


‘new. programs, Or better. recruit- 
ing. LBW Community College 
IS seeing an enrollment boom. 
With enrollment steadily grow- 


“ing, LBWCC his ‘set’ a ‘record 


with ‘over., 1-700" students’ en- 
rolled in credit classes fall se- 
mester, reflecting.a pattern that 
State officials have witnessed 
every time the economy Spirals 
downward. 

- As families are squeezed by 


tough’. economic ‘times, high ' 


school graduates are steered to- 
ward a community collége edu- 
cation and away from a more 
expensive four-year university. 
Tuition remains extremely low 
at LBW Community. College, 
$1,080. per semester, for 12 
credit hours, less than half of 
the four-year — university's 
charge. 

To’ help students: and their 
families, LBW. Community 
College reacted quickly when 
fuel,expenses increased by. of- 
fering more. online. courses. 
More classes have been, sched- 
uled on a’ Monday-Wednesday 
or Tuesday-Thursday format 
which gives our students an op- 
tion to'travel two days a week 
instead of three or four. 

With recession shadowing 
the stock market, LBWCC re- 
mains optimistic about future 
enrollments.

Published -. data 
shows that when the economy 
is good, enrollment in credit 
classes decreases, because peo- 
pleare working. 

Unemployment also has: an 
effect on enrollment: figures. 
‘Enrollment increases when in- 
dividuals lose their job, re-look 
at their life and think, “Is this 
what I want to do?” Commu- 
nity colleges historically see in- 
creased demand for 
workforce-training . programs 
from people who have been laid 
off or are in search of additional 
skills.
